The Innocent W ith the Guilty 
jD! T THE story is not a new one.

D.P.'* Tsking Root 
JI NOTHER thing to be noticed to 
the Bible story of these Hebrew 
D.P.’s is the way they took hold, 
wherever they were, and helped to 
build up the country and help them­ 
selves at the same time. They took 
root, in short, and even when later 
on their descendants were free to 
go “home,” relatively few ever 
went back to Palestine. 
From that time to this, the 
Jews have been scattered over 
the wide world, living (where It 
has been possible) as local citi­ 
zens of whatever lands they call 
their own. We can still read 
Jeremiah's letter (ch, 29) to the 
D.P.’s from Judah, urging them 
to buy land, to lay out vine­ 
yards and plan houses and gen­ 
erally make themselves at home 
in Babylon.
